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1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-5 in paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. Applicant is requested to cancel the non-elected claims to expedite 
prosecution. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , lines 6-8, the language concerning the cooperation of the pushing means 
and the inner face of the tread is vague. For instance, applicant recites that the pushing 
means acts "at a radial force variation bottom region sandwiching the position of the 
minimum value ...from both sides thereof and it is not certain exactly what this entails. 
Applicant should preferably provide some antecedent for "bottom region" in that it is 
unclear exactly how this is related to the RFV minimum value position on the tire. By 
bottom region, does applicant mean a region below the minimum value position? Also, 
if such is below, how can it "sandwich" the position of the minimum value? By 
"sandwiching", it is assumed applicant means the pushing means contacts the inner 
portion of the tire at a location that includes the minimum RFV position and also extends 
above and below such position. However, the language "bottom region" is indefinite 
and requires clarification in the claims. See also claim 2, line 3; claim 3, line 4; and 
claim 4, line 6. Perhaps some language describing the bottom region as noted in claim 
3, lines 4-5 can be put into claim 1 for clarification thereof.
